Death as a result of “drowning with 
suicidal intentions,” was the verdict 
of Coroner Frank V. 
McConkey, of 
York county, who viewed the body and 
investigated 
the circumstances 
sur­ 
rounding the 
finding of the 
lifeless 
body of Henry 
W . Haines, aged 
76 
years, on the 
bank of the 
Big Cone- 
wago Creek, about 8 o ’clock this morn­ 
ing, one mile from 
his home in Big- 
mount, two miles from East Berlin. 
The body was found by a group of 
persons who had been searching for 
Haines since I o’clock 
this morning 
when his wife gave the alarm that he 
was m issing. 


Haines, it is said, had been unable 
to sleep for several weeks and shortly 
after midnight, this morning, inform­ 
ed his w ife that he was going down 
stairs 
for a while. 
His wife 
heard 
him move 
about on the porch 
som e 
time later, but when she received no 
reply to her calls to him, she aroRe and 
investigated and found that her hus­ 
band had disappeared. 


Frightened, 
M rs. Haines 
aroused 
neighbors and they w en t in search of 
her husband. 
The man hunt continu­ 
ed throughout the 
night and on 
into 
the morning until the searchers came 
upon the lifeless body of Haines ly­ 
ing on the bank of the Big Conewago 
near the water’s edge. 


His coat and hat lay on the bank be­ 
side him and the rest o f the clothing 
which he wore was saturated with w a­ 
ter. 


Coroner McConkey was summoned 
and declared 
that the man evidently 
threw him self into the creek with the 
purpose of 
ending his life, but 
that 
contact with 
the water brought 
him 
back to his senses. 


It is evident, 
the coroner declared, 
that the man decided to abandon the 
attempted suicide 
and was able 
to 
drag him self out of the creek, not be­ 
fore his lungs were filled with water 
which he said caused his death.

She then practiced diligently and in 
a short time was able to write 
very 
legibly, declaring th a t it excels her 
own handwriting, for when she had the 
use of her hands she 
was prone 
to 
hurry and 
consequently her writing 
was less perfect. 
Her desk consists of 
a board placed perpendicularly in front 
of her across the arms of her wheel 
chair, at a pencil’s length from 
her 
face. 
Thus equipped with a pencil in 
her mouth, she is able to write with 
almost as much rapidity as by hand. 
It took her half a day 
to complete a 
two-page letter to a relative when she 
first began to write by this process. 
Now she writes five or six long letter* 
in three hours. 
Miss 
Saxe at first 
was hesitant 
about writing with her mouth, fearing 
that she might be inclined to give up 
the idea of trying to use her hands.

To the students who say

consideration of the number of women 
students at the University of Pennsyl­ 
vania, State College, Cornell and Co­ 
lumbia. “There remain proportionally 
only a few colleges even 
in the East 
from which women are excluded,” she 
maintains. 
College education is especially de­ 
sirable for women who contemplate 
following the profession of teaching, 
or who have church work of some kind 
in view, the article continues. 
Means Much to Town Girls 
One of the biggest arguments 
ad­ 
vanced by Mrs. Lewars for keeping 
the doors of College open to women is 
that to close them “would be the end 
of all hope of a higher education” for 
many girls of Gettysburg and the im­ 
mediate vicinity. 
Many of them, she 
declares, could not possibly have gone 
•w ay from home to school, and among 
them are 
some of the 
best students 
now enrolled. 
Mrs. Lewars then goes on to show 
by actual statistics that the tendency 
at College 
is to transform it into 
a 
scientific school. 
The elimination of 
women, she says, will aid the authori­ 
ties 
in this purpose, 
but will defeat 
the chief reason for the establishment 
of the school, 
namely, to encourage 
and train men for the ministry. 
Urges Dormitories 
In conclusion, 
Mrs. Lewars 
asks 
that the College erect quarters where 
many of the women would be housed 
under one roof. 
Such accommodations 
•s the Academy gave to its overflow 
by housing them 
in a suitable home, 
would be “considered princely,” 
and 
the “wildest dreams would come true.” 
In closing Mrs. Lew’ars s a y s :___ 
“ Evidently their present status 
is 
anomalous 
and 
humiliating. 
Their 
dismissal would be a reactionary step, 
contrary to the spirit of our age and 
to the best interests of the College. 
Can they not be advanced from their 
position as stepdaughters to the hon­ 
orable estate of bona fide children of 
their 
alma mater, and 
receive from 
her the consideration 
and protection 
of which they have shown themselves 
worthy?

Philatelists Warned of Clever Forger­ 
ies of German Varieties. 


Danzig, Oct. 24.—Stamp collectors 
have been warned to be on the lookout 
ft/* counterfeit German 
stamps 
al­ 
leged to have been made in London 
during the war for us J by English 
spics in Germany. 
The rigidity 
of 
the German censorship was such dur­ 
ing 
hostilities

great trouble in getting reports out 
of the country. 
Various methods of 
transmitting information through in­ 
visible ink, etc., were detected with 
ease and the spies were obliged to use 
the backs of stamps. 
The official 
German postage material, it is said, 
was of such texture it could not be 
adapted for the use of chemical inks 
and counter stamps of a suitable pa­ 
per were manufactured in London. 
A Danzig philatelic expert says the 
forgery w a s revealed by “a high dip­ 
lomat” in London, who turned over 
to a philatelist an unusual quantity 
of the stamps, at the same time call­ 
ing attention to the deception. 
The 
forgery is understood to involve only 


t tamps of 
ten 
and fifteen pfennigs 
denominations. 
The 
counterfeits 
may 
be 
dis­ 
tinguished by certain differences, such 
as the measure of the teeth-like pro­ 
jections around the edge. 
The ori­ 
ginal had a glossy surface on its back, 
while the counterfeit's mucilage is 
duller, and the paper thinner than that 
of the official stamp. 
The forged 
stamp lacks small curved lines w’hich 
in the original form part of the stems 
in the letters “t ” and “h” of the word 
“Deutsches.”

Th# Fall Litter. 


W hy is it that fall farrowed pigs 
so often make poor gains and develop 
into thin, unprofitable shotes? 
N ine 
tim es out of ten it 
is due to an im ­ 
proper start. 


At birth, the 
fall offsprings are 
usually stronger than the spring pigs 
because o f more favorable conditions 
during the sow ’s period of pregnancy. 
As the fall pigs approach the w ean ­ 
ing age, however, w eather conditions 
become 
less 
satisfactory 
for 
the 
youngster to 
travel his own 
w a y . 
About the time that green vegetation 
begins to get scarce, and the w et, 
chilly and disagreeable days of fall 
appear, the young pig, taken 
aw ay 
from the sow and thrown upon his 
own resources, loses appetite, m akes 
little or no gains, and apparently lays 
down on the job. 


To correct these conditions in part, 
the sow should he bred to farrow ea r­ 
ly, preferably in the fore part of S ep ­ 
tember. 
The litter should remain 
with the sow a full eight w eeks b e­ 
fore weaning. 
This insures proper 
growth and gives the pigs a good start 
on 
unfavorable 
weather. 
W hile 
feeding the sow prior to weaning, see 
that all the pigs eat well, and if pos­ 
sible, install a creep for their use. 


W hen the pigs are to be weaned 
Like the sow aw ay from the litter and 
leave the other surroundings as they 
were before. 
The only unfam iliar 
condition to the pigs w ill be the ab­ 
sence of the sow. 
At eight weeks of 
age they should not m iss her much 
if they have gradually been accus­ 
tomed to a clean pasture lot, 
dry 
shelter, plenty o f w ater and a self- 
feeder with 
clean, 
well 
prepared 
grain ever on hand. 
Their continued 
growth and improvement is essential 
to profitable pork production. 
Keep all the p igs on the self-feeder 
until they weigh between IOO and 125 
pounds. 
If som e are to be retained 
as breeding individuals remove them 
when they reach this w eight to pre­ 
vent 
their 
becom ing 
overly 
fa t. 
Butcher or market hogs may be left 
on the feeder until sold. 
Truck 
Vegetable grow ers in Adams Coun­ 
ty have often asked them selves the 
question whether or not it would be I 
advisable for them to raise their ow n 1 
seed. 
Some have put the 
question 
to Mother Nature bv running exp eri­ 
ments for their

satisfaction .

W hat one com m unity is able to ac­ 
complish along the line of poultry 
im provem ent is well displayed in the 
developm ent o f a cooperation ex te n ­ 
sion project in Bradford county under 
the auspices of the Farm Bureau. 
A sim ilar improvem ent in the Hocks 
of 
Adam s County m ight easily 
he 
effected by the sam e method em p loy­ 
ed in the northern tier county, w here 
the results of careful selection 
of 
breeders is soon to attract the a tte n ­ 
tion of leading poultrymen 
to a pub­ 
lic auction of breeding cockerels. 
In the fall of 1921, six Bradford 
county fa n n ers cooperated w ith the 
Farm Bureau in taking definite steps 
in poultry improvement, by keeping 
records of their 
flocks, noting 
the 
number of e g g s produced, am ount ol 
feed used, number of chicks hatched 
and raised, and an account of the pro­ 
ducts sold and eaten. 
S tate College 
extension 
poultrym en visited 
these 
farm s three tim es a year, and dur­ 
ing the m onths of October and N o v em ­ 
ber, 1921, selected m ale and fem ale 
breeders to be marked with Bradford 
county sealed leg band. 
In this w ay, 
high-record hens were mated 
with 
m ales of approved quality, and 
the 
cockerels that were offered to 
the 
public through the sale on October 
17, w ere the 
progeny from 
these 
m atings. 
A ny poultrym an in A dam s 
County who attends this exhibition 
will see for him self that the breeding 
m ales obtained by system atic selec­ 
tion are evidence of the value o f the
